In addition to the square yard of paper 
on which the general ballot is printed, 
the voter will be handed another large 
sheet on which appear five propositions 
submitted to referendum vote. 

This sheet is known as the little bal- 


lot,“ but the voter who reads all the 
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finely printed text before he marks his 
regular ballot will find that the five 
minutes allotted him in the polling booth 
by law has disappeared before he has 
voted for president, governor, or state’s 
attorney. 
But it is not expected that any voter 
will attempt this sort of speed test. 
Every one of the five propositions has 
been discussed in the newspapers and 
in the numerous meetings held during 
the campagin. Educational work in con- 
nection with some of them has been in 
progress fer severa: months. Thus the 
necessity for reading the entire ballot has 
been eliminated except for the voter 
who has not read the papers or attended 
any of the meetings where the issues 
have been discussed. 


Big Array of Type. 

The first two propositions in the col- 
umn of five are the biggest in the mat- 
ter of type used. They present munici- 
pal bond issues, and the law requires 
that the entire text of the bond ordi- 
nances passed by the city council be 
printed on the ballot. But following 
each of the ordinances is a brief state- 
ment ot the purpose for which the bonds 
are asked. 

The Grst of them is a proposed bond 
issue of $2,000,000 for the development 
of Chicago's garbage and waste dis- 
posal equipment. Most of this sum is 
asked for extension of the city’s reduc- 
tion plant and for the establishment of 
new incinerating plants. The plan was 
presented hastily to the city council, 
and because of that haste and the hazi- 
ness of the plans every civic organiza- 
tion that has gone on record on the 
subject hae opposed these bonds. 


Opposition to Second. 
Some opposition has beén expressed to 
the second municipal bond issue—$2,- 
450,000 for beaches, natatoriums, and 
playgrounds. This criticism was based 
on the attitude of the Thompson admin- 
istration toward the committee on parks, 
playgrounds, and bathing beaches,whose 
authority to expend mon hes been 
questioned by the law de ent. In 
spite of this action the committee 
unanimously has indorsed this proposi- 
tion and it has received city wide sup- 
port—on the north and south sides be- 
cause of the proposed enlargement of 
their beaches and on the west side be- 
cause of the promise of swimming and 


| recreational facilities in the natatoriums 
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and community centers planned for that 
gec ion. 

The third proposition is the question 
whether Chicago shall adopt the park 
consolidation bill, concentrating in the 
municipal corporation all the powers 
and duties of the boards, the H- 
brary board, and the rd of directors 
of the municipal tubereulosis sanitarium. 


Mayor’s Action Criticized. 
Mayor Thompson had this question 
placed on the ballot by petition. His ac- 
tion has been criticised and the voters 
have been advised by the civic organiza- 
tions to oppose placing the park patron- 
age and contracts at the disposal of the 
Thompson-Lundin organization. The 
mayor himself has issued a statement 
saying he has not asked the voters to 
approve this proposition—that he caused 
it to be submitted merely as a duty. 
None of the criticisms directed at these 
first propositions has hit the fourth and. 
fifth. General support has been given 
both of them. 

The fourth one presents a constitu- 
tional amendment for tax reform. This 
amendment provides for the classifica- 
tion of personal pfoperty for the pur- 
poses of taxation. The Civic Federation 
and other organizations have battled far 
this amendment for years and predict 
ite passage by a large vote. 

The fifth, last, and shortest of the 
propositions has been discussed but 
little. It presents an amendment to the 
general banking law which would pro- 
hibit a state bank from selecting a title 
closely similar to that of a bank already 
in existence.

AMSTERDAM, Nov. 4, via London.— 
According to a Berlin dispatch received

of Warsaw, will issue a proclametion 
tomorrow saying that the German and 
Austrian emperors have agreed to es- 
tablish an independent state of Poland 
with a hereditary monarchy and a con- 
stitution.

First, that the water powers of the 
country must be developed. 
Second, that the private interests who 


i were allowed to develop them must pay 


the public for value received. 

Third. that these interests should not 
be given the public water powers for- 
ever, but only for a time long enough to 
justify the investment, a period which 
experience bas fixed at fifty years. 


. Lobby Saw Its Chance. 
Roosevelt was the first president to 
veto a bil which did not conform to 
these principles. Taft followed his ex- 
ample, and during these two adminis- 
trations the water power interests made 
little progress in absorbirig the property 
of the people. 
When Wilson became president the 
water power lobby thought it saw its 
chance. In 1914, the Adamson’ bill— 
just the sort of bill which Taft and 
Roosevelt had vetoed—was introduced in 
the house of representatives. The Wilson 
adminisration gave it its approval. It 
was largely rewritten on the floor of the 
house, and made to conform to sound 
conservation principles. Then the ad- 
ministration reversed itself and ap- 
proved the good bill as it had the bad. 
The Adamson bill then went to the 
senate, where it was pigeomholed and 
the indefensible Shields bill was re- 
ported in its place, By another reversal 
the administration approved that. Then, 
when it was attacked for its approval, it 
withdrew it. Later, by another reversal, 
it approved the bill again, as is con- 
clusively shown by the statements of 
adminstration senators. 


Shielcs Grab Bill. . 
President Wilson was appealed to pub- 
li¢ly to give his aid in defeating the bill. 
Yet, while administration senators as- 
serted that the bill of the water power 
interests had his approval, he refused 
to take any stand on the side of the 
people, when the mere intimation of his 
disapproval would have killed the bill. 
The Shields bill not only gives away 
public property worth many hundreds of 
millions of dollars for nothing to the 
special interests but it does so under 
conditions devised with the highest skill 
to promote monopoly and prevent the 
people from ever taking back their own. 
In effect, it gives the water powers 
away forever while pretending to do 80 
for only fifty years. As a matter of 
fact, the limitation ef fifty years is not 


upon the extent of the grant, but upon 


the right of the people to take their water 
powers back. They can only do so upon 
paying the highest price, including all 
unearned increment for all the tangible 
property of the water power interests, 
and including also everything in any way 
dependent for its -usefulness on the 
grant. Thus factories served by this 
power, street car lines, lighting systems, 
etc., would in many cases have to be 
purchased. The grant is in effect per- 
petual. 


Small Fellows Shut Out. 

Another .interesting clause provides 
that in states which have public service 
laws no grants are to be made except 
to municipalities or public service cor- 
porations. Thus the great concentra- 
tions of capital, into the power of which 
the public service companies of the 
country are so rapidly falling, arc given 
a monopoly of government water pow- 
ers. Codperative associations of farmers, 
for example, could not obtain a grant 
under the bill. * 
The Snields bill has been forced 
through both houses, fortunately in dif- 
ferent forms, and is now in conference.

The Shields bill applies to 60,000,000 
horsepower on navigable streams; the 
Myers bill to 15,000,000 horse poWergon 
the nonnavigable streams of the pub- 
le domain. The Myers bill is the run- 
ning mate of the Shields bill. Like the 
Shields bill, it had the approval of 
the administration when it protected 
the public rights, and by the customary 
reversal it has the approval of the 


rights to the water power interests. 
In both cases the last reversal leaves 
the administration squarely bn the side 
of the interests and squarely against 
the people. 

It is not pleasant to record the yield- 
ing of the Wilson administration to 
the pressure of the political lobby while 
it asserted that the lobby was broken 
down.

The most remarkable case of Wil- 
son’s failure to stand up for the pub- 
lic rights in conservation does not re- 
late, however, to water power, but to 
the navy's supply of oll. In this in- 
stanee the attorney general and the 
secretary of the mavy are. united to 
defeat the Phelan bill, which would 
turn over to a number of willful tres- 
passers without legal rights the oil pre- 
serves set aside for the navy by presi- 
dential proclamation.

his palm. I have in mind the case of Bowles. 
Bowles wasn't his right name at all, but we'll 
call bim that, for it was under that name he 
enlisted in the navy, where they still speak 
of bim as the “Gree Gree Map.” But that 
enlistment occurred later. 7 
Before he was out of coNege he had done a 
donen things that another boy would havr 
been put away for. But one day he just had 
to jump out, and in a hurry; and, cut off from 
leaving the city by train or steamer, he 
_ gailed on a bark that was bound for the west 
coast of Africa. : 
Out there Bowles fell in with old Caief 
Thomson, who used to run things pretty 
much to suit himself over a country larger 
than many a European nation controlled, 
Old Chief was at the head of half a dozen 


secret societies—at least half a dosen. Africa ~ 


is rotted with secret societies, worse than any 
white country. Among white peoples, of 
course, those who want political office or a 
good grocery trade—that kind are the great 


_ “ foiners”; but down there it was the cere- 


‘monies that attracted them as much as any- 

thing. One society, however, old Chief Thom- 
son made little secret of—Africa for the 
Africans was what it meant.

Now if ‘twas Glavin ”—he 
pointed a finger to the chief machinist, who 
was leaning over the rail and gazing ab-

ated praise, of course, but going to show 
that physically, at least, Glavin rated high 
in that ship. 

As I took to sizing up Glavin, a young ap- 
prentice lad approached him. 

The boy said something in a low tone. 


Glavin regarded him in mingled grief and 


surprise. “And only yesterday afternoon 
the master at arms tells me he saw you 
shooting craps atop of one of the cold boilers,” 
he said. . 
That's wry, sir,” said the lad. They 
cleaned me out.” | 

“ Now, look here,” said Glavin, and gave 
him a fine dressing down, after which he 
handed a five dollar bill to the boy. 

The bosun roared aloud. “Some easy— 
you! On the level, Glavin, did ever you 
refuse a man a dollar in your life?” 

“ Yes, I did—oncé,” answered Glavin. Only 
that then, but later he told the whole story. 
And bere it is as he told it, the story of the 
Gree Gree Man: 

I was a chief water tender at this time on 
one of the heavy armored cruisers of the 
Asiatic squadron, and there was an ordi- 
mary seaman who was also a great tailor, and 
being willing to work early and late, he used 
to make, O, maybe, $200 a month over and 
above his pay. And being the best hearted 
fellow in the world, he generally gave it away 
again. Didn’t matter who it was that asked 
Tailor Haley for money; he got it, if Haley 
had it. And, of course, Haley never saved 
a cent in spite of all he used to make. 

Well, we were laying in Nagasaki one day 
when Haley broke his liberty and came 
aboard good and drunk. It happened to be 
right after some American bluejackets had 
taken charge of a souvenir store where they'd 
been paying seventeen prices for things and 
then not getting the real article, though not 
for anything like that did our fellows begin 


trouble. It was that some of them'd made 


the Chinese cruise before and so happened to 
know the money there, and when this yellow 
chap tried to short change them it was like 
sounding general quarters. There must have 


been, O, a dozen or fifteen shop people went 
out of commission before our people sounded — 


off that day. Well, our -ship’s party was 
known to’ve been around about there at the 
time, and the Japanese merchant who'd lost 


tome money and come aboard, he picked out 


Tailor Haley as the man that started the 
trouble in his place, and a Japanese police- 
man backed him up. 

How did he know? Why, by Tailor’s hat- 
band, he said. He couldn't read a word of’ 
our print, mind you, nor could the policeman ; 
but they both could read the name on the hat- 
band.

body had to go to the brig for it, and Tailor, 


with never a word, went; that is, no word 
except to say, to whiten a little the black 
mark against the service, “ I was too drunk 
at the time to know what I was doing.” As 
to the money part, everybody who knew Tai- 


Well, Tailor was dishonorably discharged, 
and there he was broke and blue, and ten 
thousand miles from home. So I beat the 
decks with a paper, one mess after the other, 
and they gave like sailors and bluejackets: 
chief petty officers five dollars, first, class men 
four dollars, second class three, and so en 
down to the young apprentice boys, who gave 
a dollar each; and many would have given 
more, a month’s pay some of them, if they’d 
been allowed. Everybody gave but one fel- 
low—well, I won't disgrace any branch of 
the service by saying what division he was in; 
but this fellow Bowle, as you can guess— 
instead of money gives me a lecture. Said 


“ A shipmate of yours as well as everybody 
else’s here, and a good pmate, and now 
he’s down and out—what' d’y’say?” I says, 
to give him once last chance. But nothing 
came of my pleading, and I said, “ Well, the 
best thing I'll wish for you is that you'll never 
have to ask me for a dollar.” 

Well, after Tailor was put ashore, three or 
four of us friends of Tailor’s, made up our 
minds that the first chance Bowles would 
give us we'd throw him.

ASHINGTON, D. C.—([Special 
Correspondence. ] — Election 
week, especialiy in a presiden- 
tial year, finds Washington 
more or less an Adamiless 
Eden. In official circles it is naturally 
almost de rigueur for the voters to go 
homie to vote—or at least to go home 
with that avowed purpose. For it 
stands to reason that any office holder 
who is not sufficiently interested in the 
party's success to go home and do his 
G@urnedest to keep it in power does not 
Geserve to be an office holder. .To a 
certain extent those who are going take 
heir wives along, for a few days at 
the old home, so that election time, 
every four year anyhow, recomes more 
or less “home coming week all over 
the ‘country. 

Of course all the cabinet members and 
all the assistant secretaries, ‘“ unto 
the third and fourth generation,” go, 
and the congressionals have béen at 
home propping up their wabbly fences 
since early in September. But after 
next Tuesday the tide ill turn this 
way, and by the end of the nonth cap- 
ital society will be ready for the fast 
and furious winter campaign which will 
terminate with the inauguration, re- 
gardiess of who is to be inaugurated.

Alterations at White House. 

Mrs. Wilson, when she finally got 
started to the summer White House at 
Shadow Lawn, left instructions for cer- 
tain minor alterations which she had 
planned, to be carried out in her ab- 
sence. Chief of thes: *o far as they 
involve the parts of the executive man- 
sion to which the general public is ad- 
mitted, was the rearranging in one of 
the large ground floor rooms, which 
have been used on state occasions as 
cloakrooms for spécial guests, of the 
valuable collection of china, glass, and 
silver, used by former presidents. 
This collection, started by Mrs. Roose- 
velt when she -was chatelaine of the 
White House, now includes specimens 
of the tableware of practically every 
administration from George Washing- 
ton to Woodrow Wilson. From small 
beginnings it has now attained such 
proportions as to have quite outgrown 
the series of cabinets placed ‘along the 
lower corridor. 

So that it was decided to give up one 
of the series of cloakrooms, directly 
under the state drawing rooms, for use 
as a museum. Along one side of the 
room cabinets have been built in, glass 
paned, and white enameled to match the 
rest of the room, and the collection has 
been transferred to them, and the room 
added to the portion éf the White House 
which is daily open to the public during 
certain. hours.

_enriched by transferring to it the $30,- 
000 Persian prayer rug, presented to 
the White House in the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration and always an object of 
awed interest to the hundreds of tour-

since the guards never fail to dwell

are residing as are enjoyed by their diplomatic 
representatives.

If the amount of ulness in a oity is’ 
especially high, and in consequence the 
cost of health insurance is high, a com- 
mission automatically investigates the 
health department of that town.

| Most People Denandent in Old Age. 

It is as certain as anything in human 
affair’ can be that of ali the people 
now living between the ages of 21 and 
65, at least six out of eve ten will 
reach the age of 65, and that unless 
they make better provision for them- 
selves than the average person has 
done, thus far at least, five out of the 
six will be dependent on charity of 
some sort. In other words, one-half of 
the people now more than 21 years old 

will be dependent either on public char- 
ity or on relatives who probebly will 
find them a burden. 

It is Obvious that this condition ought 
terte be changed. and that the way to 
chanse it is for each persons to provide 
for himself. As has been stated before, 
the best possible provision is an annuity 
beginning at the age ot 60 or 65. A 
very small income means all the dif-

- Annuities can be purchased now but 
they are calcpjated on a 3% or 4 per cent 
interest basis and therefore the yield 
seems, and is, small. The returne on 
such an investment could be mucu im- 
proved iu Illinois at least if the state 
would inaugurate a system of “ pen- 
slons something like that of Mas- 
sachusetts . If the funds received were 
placed in the best Illinois mortgages, an 
average income of probably 5% per cent 
could be obtained from the investments 
and this would make possible a higher 
annu y rate than is paid in -assachu- 
setts or probably anywhere else at the 
present time.
